did not beep oat stoves of American manufac 
tere, nor woeld it if it was doable that. The 
duty of $2 a ton on pig irou and the duty of 
eoal are naturally considered great drawta’ 
in this business, and much more than offset the 
increased protection, so-called, 

The reports of thore engoged in the building 
besiness and the manufacture of wood work are 
far from satisfactory, and indicate a depressed 
condition of business. At one facto y where in 
1882 Geen men were employed there iy now 
e staff of twelve, which fs co larger thao in 
1878, when this firm was besier than they are 
pow, A few men get 12 1-2o aad four or five 
262 more ia wages than in 1878, bat of late 
years the scale bas not risen. 

The leading mills and ssh establishments 
report that their business is about the same from 
year to year, In 1882 they employed 37 men, 
and have now 47, the increase being chielly 
eansed by the addition of « shingle mull, The 
wages Were from $30 to $40 « month in 1882 ; 
now they are from $26 to $40, The cheapness 
of labor is accounted for by immigration, 
About 31 men were employed in 1875, wages 
ruoping from $25 to $35 « month. The 
lamber business geoerally is not g2od. Locally 
the trade is about the same, but the foreign de- 
muand is poor for the ‘‘big cat.” 

In the axe factory the manager refused to 
give any information, bar it is learned (bat 
there are cooly aboat 15 hands on now, earning 
from $1 50 to $2 OOaday. In IS7S there 
were 50 hands and their wages ran from $20 to 
SMa week. This was then the mon impor 
tant industry in the city, ‘Wheo in 1882 Mr. 
Blake visited the city, the men of the axe 
factory were paraded by the proprietor as {rnils 
of the N. P. daring the progress of the Reform 
procession, 

The carriage bosinemis dead. One man 
eald, pointing at his wareroom full of buggies : 
“Do you see that, and the season is gone.” The 
trade claim tbat this has been the hardest sea- 
son fp years, but the wages forthe dest me- 
chanics are better, 

The pump basiness, once an important io 
dustry, here, is bad. Ooe factory has closed 
entirely, and the other only employs two men, 
whereas in 1873 there were (en to filteen men. 

In the farnitare factories the staffs Sere 
smaller, and they are jast recovering from the 
effects of three-quarter time all winter. Wages 
ip thie branch of industry sre about ten per 
cent lower than in 1875. 

Ibis unquestionably dull with the foundry 
men. One firm said they had been in the busi- 
ness for 40 years and never saw it so dull. The 
men employed are fewer in number that in 
1878 and the wages paid are lower, If it wan 
not for jobbirg there would not be any betiness 
stall. Another firm sald it was doller than 
they bad seen itfor many years. They employ 
fen men lew than in 1882 and aboul the same 
wamber and scale of wages as in 1875, Me 
chanical labor is cheap, There being no 
Prospect of work this firm are letting men go. 
Common labor is very cheap. Martin Bros’, 
foundry,in fallbiast in 1878, ix now closeds 
The Victoria foundry, which was 
agsio romning wiih 10 or 12 hands 

The largest woollen mill js sat one 
third of its capacity with wages slightly higher 
than in 1878 when, however, they were 
wih their fall capacity, There o 
less now than in 1878 employed. The tacit of

Filtered water for oooklog or 
ordinary dricking parposes if preforable 
to water drawo from wells which may 
possibly be polluted, from undiscovered 
sources, by decaying vegetable or ani- 
mal matter.’ Io some cities the use of well 
water is absolately forbidden, the proxim- 
ity of cowers and cess pools rendering such 
sources of sapply constonily liable to con- 
tamination, With metal pipes carrying 
pure water into the houses of Brockville, 
we may expect a decrease in the namber 


| of malarial complainta,which too freqaent- 


ly presage the ravages of typhoid fever or 
diphtheria, It has been solentifically 
demonstrated that, in the citics wheres 
carefully filtered supply of water is 
farnished to the citizens, the morality 
from malarial dissases {fs redocod tos 
mibimom. 

No perfect drainage can be secured io 6 
closely populated town without repeated 
and thorocgh flashing of the eowers. This 
is only no alble in places which are for- 
tanste enough to posers walter 
works, anditis an advantage of special 
importance. Proper drainage is essential 
to the health of the town, and with the 
introduction of the new waler works we 
hope to see an end end of the old sye- 
tem of plank drainage in Brockville. 
Tile drainage {is ultimately cheaper, mach 
more durable and satisfactory, and easier 
kept free from olstractions. It commends 
itself to the authorities in (his age of pro- 
grees. 

Grealer protection sgninst fire will 
natorally be the onteome cf the establish. 
ment of water works, The force which 
propels the water throngh the piper, can 
be used. in cases of emergency, to «ject a 
stream from the neareet hydrant cpon an 
incipient fire, This will not obviate the 
necessity of maintaining the fire depart 
ment in its present state of efficiency, bot 
will prove a valaable aid io the working of 
the same.

SCENES AND INCIDENTS EN ROUTE, 


Ta going to the Yellowstone Park we pass 
seventy stations on the Northern Pacific 
Railway, enter Mienesots at its eastdrn 
boundary at Dolath, traverse the entire width 
of Micnesota aod Dakotas, within a few miles 
of the entire width of Montane, and strike 
southward foto the sorthwestern part of 
Wyoming Territory. Tho Park is about two 
hundred miles from Salt Lake City. The 
first city of importance after leaving Duluth 
is Braenard, the county seat of Crow Wing 
County, sitaated on the east bank of the Mis- 
simipp! River, There is 10,000 of a popala- 
tioa, The Northera Pacific Railway have 
shops here employing 1,200 men, also the 
hospital for N.P.R. employees, cost’ $25,-

has six hotels, mineral springs, and is a great 
pleasure resort for business men of Fargo, 
Moorhead, St. Paul, &c, Up to this point 
the land has beca diversified. Much forest, 
a good deal of broken rough country, bat an 
Gceasiona! district with fine agricultural 
capacities, bat at Glyndon, Fergo and Moor- 
head the face of the country ts entirely 
changed and you enter what I firmly believe 
to be the most beautifal agricultural couniry 
fo this worll, Here wheat is king and rules 
with undivided sway, I visited Pargo and 
Moorhead two years ago and can only say 
that I was toiaily unprepared for tho rapid 
growth they exhibit since my visit.

A few miles from Fargo is the Dalrymple 
farm of 75,000 se.es, under ove management, 
but divided into three great lama of 25,000 
acres each.

Vacation 


| IMPROVEMENT 


STOTHE HIGH SCHOOL 


The public 
| Monday, at 0 p.m, after the long midsurfimer 
} Vacation. During the recess the Board has 
| nade one or two changes io the teaching 
| staff, the principal one being the appointment 
| of Mr. Henry to auccoed Mr. Francis asmathe 
| matical master fo the high school, The other 

changes have been made ip the lower divi 
/ sions of the public ech Cols, and it is believed 
all will resume work on Monday with that 
energy avd determination to succeed no 
characteriatio’of the public and high school 
teachers of Belleville, 

In order to furnish increased accommodation 
At the central sehool the Board has expended 
about 1.000 in making alterations and im 
Provements in the building. These repairs 
have been wisly made adi the monsy judi 
clously expended under the wapervision of 
Mr, James Smith, Superlentendent of school 
buildings, Now the second Story of the build 
ing will be entirely at the disposal of the high 
school, while all the class rooms on tne 
ground floor nad those in the old gram mar 
acheo! will bo used by the public seheol 
teachers: In the central echool building the 
large reception room has been devided into 
four class rooms, making ia all eight clas 
rooms on the first floor, These are about 
22x24, with high ceilings aod halls leading 
from the entrance decor, 20 that one division 
cannot interrupt or have any connection with 
another, The galleries have all been re- 
moved, and iron desks from the foundry of 
J, M, Walker & Oo. substituted, which ares 
decided improvement over the old-fashioned 
cramped ap uvhealthy desks in use in too 
many of our public schools, The blackboards 
made by Mr. W. Wensley,are of paper instead 
of plaster, This new departure had been tried 
in ene of the class rooms for a year and the 
paper blackeoards were found to be harder 
end more serviceable, with Samoother surface 
than thore made of plaster, The teachers 
will appreciate this change, In making these 
improvements the comfort of the scholars by 
supplying a perfect system of ventilation 
was tho chief object studied by the architect, 
The windows and cold air pipes in fature 
will not incoaventencs the pupils in the least, 
&s the cold air will be circulated with the hot 
ale before it passes over the room, This will 
be found much better than opening a window 
and allowing the cold air to pour in upom the 
pupils as has been the case in the past, Esch 
room has been supplied with a taok for 
drinking water, with a pipe to carry the re- 
fuse water to the sewer, The plambers were 
at work yesterday completing their task and 
everything will be in readiness for the opens 
ing of school next week. Mr, Alford, the 
contractor, has dove his work well and now 
the Board basa building, which in point of 
convenience and comfort ranks second to none 
in the Province, 

Inthe Pinencle Street school new iron 
desks were put in one of the class roama, 

411 the other schools were renovated, but 
bo special improvements wore made farther 
than thoee noted.
